NO SHERMAN BOOM IN OHIO, 


Gov. McKinley Says That His State Is for 


President Harrison. 

Naw York, May 6,—[Special.]—Gov. Mo- 

Kinley of Ohio arrived in the city with his 
wife this evening. , 
_ “ We know nothing of a Presidential boom 
in Ohio.“ said Gov. McKinley. I very much 
doubt the sturies in the Eastern papers regard- 
ing the combination of prominent New York 
Republicans to defeat Harrison. But the 
story of Sherman beirig the second choice of 
Ohio after Blaine is sheer nonsense. In the 
first place the Republicans of Ohio are not for 
Blaine, and I don’t suppose that there is a 
State in the country where the Republicans 
place such implicit faith in Blaine’s declara- 
tion that he will not be a candidate as in Ohio. 
The party in Ohio is for Harrison first, last, 
and all the time. So far as I know, Sher- 
man's name has not been even considered. I 
have no doubt that Harrison will be nomi- 
nated and reélected. There is no reason why 
he should not be.“ 

Gov. McKinley denied that he was a candi- 
date himself. 


Platt on the Situation.

PRESIDENT ADAMS HAS RESIGNED. 


The Head of Cornell Will Retire at the 
Close of the Year. 

Irmaca, N. I., May 6.—[{Special. ]—Presi- 
dent Adams of Cornell University has offered 
his resignation, to take effect at the end 
of the present college year. When asked 
for the reasons for his resignation he said 
that he did not think it advisable to say 
anything regarding the matter. He had taken 
the step after due deliberation and was re- 
solved to retire from the burdeneome duties 
of his position. Prof. B. I. Wheeler 
said that the first intimation he had was when 
the letter appeated in the paper. He said that

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the greatest which had befallen the university. 
He spoke of the great interest which the Pres- 
ident had taken in the welfare of the students. 

Prof. H. S. White, dean of the faculty. 
scoffed at the idea that there was any concert- 
ed effort to remove President Adams and said 
that affairs had run with remarkable smooth- 
ness the last year. Few ot the university trus- 
tees reside in Ithaca, and none could be found 
tonight. Noone -but the President and the 


trustees knew about it. 

[Charles Kendall Adams was elected President 
of Cornell in 1885, coming from the University of 
Michigan, where he had been for several years 
Professor of History. For five years he fulfilled 
the duties of President dhd gave a course of lect- 
ures upon modern European history, and it was 
not until 1887 that he gave his full time to the 
office of President. During these seven years 
there has been no visible conflict between the 
trustees, faculty, and the President. For over a 
year there have been rumors that certain mem- 
bers of the faculty have been jealous of President 
Adams and were anxious to secure his position. 
There is little doubt as to his resignation being 
accepted. It is probable that some outside per- 
son will be chosen successor, although Profs. 
Wheeler and Schurman have been mentioned as 
available candidates. | 


HELP GIVEN BY THE GERMAN SOCIETY. 


What the Organization Has Done in the 
Last Four Weeks. 


At the regular monthly. meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the German society 
held- yesterday Agent Kuehne submitted the 


followimg report: 

The German society has last month given aid 
to twenty-eight families with eighty-one children 
and fifteen single persons ; 334 persons found em- 
ployment through our agency,saving $668 fees em- 
ployment bureaus would have charged. There 
was a great demand for good laborers, especially 
for farm hands and for new immigrants. If good 
laborers had called, the German society would have 
been able to secure work for more than 100 men. 
The expenses for aid were in cash $143, for board 
and lodging $11, in all $154. The amount for 
board and lodging was for several families which 
came over from Russia and which found work, 
secured by the German society, on farms.

Cannot Recover for Liquor Sold for Use in 
a Prohibition State. 

Boston, Mass., May 6.—The Supreme Court 
today rendered an important decision in a 
suit brought to recover the price of a lot of 
intoxicating liquors sold by a wholesale liquor 
house to a hotelkeeper in Maine with a view 
to being resold in the latter State. The sale 
took place in Boston and the goods were de- 
livered here. The verdict in the Superior 
Court was for the plaintiff for the price of the 
liquors, but the Supreme Court now sustains 
exceptions flled by the defendant and says 
that the contract was void and that the plaint- 
"ffs cannot recover, especially because the 
latter not only knew what was to be done 
with the liquors but participated in the dis- 
position of the goods in a State where their

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CONTEST OF ORATORY. 


EVANSTON’S BATTLE WARMLY 
FOUGHT BY COLLEGIANS, 


Five of the Best Speakers of Western Edu- 
cational Institutions on the Rostram— 
Wisconsin Captures the Prize Through 
J. F. A. Pyre—The Addresses of Jesse 
E. Roberts, George Beardsley, A. 8. 
Mason, and A. H. Currier—Summary of 
the Various Speeches. 


Five of the best orators that the universities 
of the West can afford made their best efforts 
last evening in the annual oratorical contest 
which was held in the First Methodist Church. 
Evanston has the contest but once in four 
years, and the interest in last night’s event 
had been long looked forward to. The con- 
test was presided over by the President of the 
league, J: S. Bareas of Ann Arbor. The first 
speaker was Jgsse E. Roberts of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. His tubject was “Ameri- 
can Materialism.“ Mr. Roberts’ delivery was 
clear and distinct, but with littie climax. His 
voice was pitched a little high for the best ef- 
pect. His oration in part was as follows: 

Every nation has some characteristic peculiar 
to itself, a stamp, as it were, which distinguishes 
itfrom all other nations; The indolence of the 
Spanish, the politeness of the French, and the de- 
termination of the British are all familiar na- 
tional features by which those people are known 


still young as compared with some of her older 
sisters, is not without those traits of character 
which mark the individuality of a pec 
ple. The immense accumulation of 
wealth within two generations of men 
has made our people known in the civilized world 
by tneir materialism. The wealth of the two 
Americas which Columbus gave to Spain, making 
it for the time the richest and the most powerful 
nation of the worid, was forever destroyed on the 
battle-grounds of Europe and sunk beneath the 
waves with the great Armada; but the wealth 
which America and freedom have given to Ameri- 
cans flows in perennial streams among the peo- 
ple and enriches them with peace, happiness, and 
contentment. Their energy and their enterprise in 
producing this great wealth have not been in vain, 
for they have used it in laying the foundation of 
a wide civilization which will stand, let us hope, 
like the pyramids of Egypt, undaunted by the 
ages. They have used it in preparing for a wider 
and more complete life—a life for the enjoyment 
of those things which “ eye hath not seen and ear 
hath not heard.”’; into which not only the favored 
few shall enter, but the whole brotherhood of 
man. This is the fruit of American materialism. 
b From lowa’s Best Orator. , 

The University of Iowa’s best orator, George 
Beardsley, was next introduced. The New 
Morality’? was his subject. Beardsley’s arti- 
cle was most original in thought and he had 
the closest attention from the audience, and 
several times he was interrupted by hearty 
applause. In his delivery, however, he was 
not strong and he failed to make the best ap- 
pearance possible on this account. A sketch 
of his article is given herewith: 

A new Christianity is proclaiming salvation to 
be a thing of character and not of belief. It is 
bringing Christ up to these times, and looking 
back less and around more. It is saying to the 
theologian: “It is none of my business whether 
there is or is not a heathen's or sinner's probation 
after death. I have to do with this life. It is my 
work to reach out a mother’s band to the mother- 
less, to feed and shelter the belpless, and provide 
work for the idle; to lift up the life that has fallen 
by the way; to open the eyes of the despondent to 
the beauties of the world, to the heaven that may 
be here in the joy of love and the giving away of 
self. It is my work not to threaten, but to plead 
with men—to show to those who are greedy and 
grasping afterfame and weaith that ‘ To live is 
not to get, but to give; not to be loved, but to 
love.“

Evanston's Orator on Gettysburg. 

Evanston’s orator, A. S. Mason, of whom so 
much was expected by the Evanston students, 
next had his turn. His subject was The 
Battle of Gettysburg.“ Gettysburg.“ he 
said, was more than a political or military 
triumph. It was not only a conflict between 
the North and the South; it was not only a 
contest of flrearms and military genius, but, 
greater and higher than these, it was the final 
com bat of two great principles; the modern 
victory of the Puritan over the Cavalier: 
the triumph ot practical righteousness over 
impractical selfishness; and those men who 
fought there were not only American citizens, 
they were the agents of all mankind, fighting 
for its rights. 

The greatest part of this oration was a 
splendid and dramatic description of Pickett’s 
charge on the afternoon of the third day of 
the fight. The speaker had the audience 
completely under his control, and 
long applause greeted him at the 
ciose. The oration was written for 
the delivery rather than originality of 
thought, and this was perhaps what lost him 
a prize. 


His subject was 
Toilers in the Depths,“ and under that head 
de treated the Salvation Army and its work. 
The article was finely written, but his voice 
was hardly fitted for the best oratorical effect. 
He did not attempt to gesture much. He said 
in part: 

Though obscurely working, the Salvation Army 
is a mighty social factor, rivaling the police as a 
peacemaker, reclaiming prisoners cruelly spurned 
by society, and against intemperance and impu- 
rity carrying on a crusade the grandest of modern 
times. Well may the drink fiend gnash at these 
fearless legions, for he knows the face of his dead- 
liest foe. Who dares say what part the almighty 
hand that guides the ages to the golden 
time has assigned to this great military church in 
the world’s destiny? See, in the mouptains of 
France and Italy its fiery zeal has rekindled the 
old Huguenot'spirit that shattered the degrading 
tyranny of the proud Church of Rome. Again 
it may sweep on wings of flame throughout all 
Europe, burning the captives’ bonds and leading 
the Old- World from night to purest day. Lost 
and hopeless ones of earth, the light which has 
gladdened the vista of 2,000 years breaks at last 
for you. Two worlds shall exist no more, but 
one, the endless brotherhood of man. 

Already Truth’s morning light rests on the 
mountain peaks, and crown and potentate, the 
lofty of Church and State, smile with gra- 
cious praise on the toilers in the depths.

J. F. A. Pyre’s Oration. 


J. F. A. Pyre of Wisconsin spoke on “ Poet. 
ry and Freedom.” The oration was certainly 
a model of its kind. The speaker held the 
attention of the audience from first to last. 
His delivery was slightly inclined to the mon- 
otone and he did not attempt the climax to any 
great extent. He said: 

The story of man’s betterment is the story of 
his struggle for freedom. The wants of his body, 
the restrictions of man on man, the tyranny of 
environment, by all these has he been cribbed 
and cabin’d,” beating his bars and seeking greater 
room. For freedum he formed manners, con- 
ventions, and customs, established governments 
and ordained laws. For freedom he battled with 
the forces of nature, and one by one made 
them his vassals.

But science, intoxicated with the practical 
achievements of the last half-century, proclaims 
its own methods the only true ones and would as 
sume dominion over the “whole sphere of man’s 
thought and endeavor. Is there then no truth or 
value in the poetic manner of thought and ex- 
pression? The scalpel, the crucible, . the 
telescopg, the micfoséope, can these alone 
reveal facts? . Nay; through the wide 
windows of the poet-sonl the dawn-gleams of 
eternal meaning and pa first flashed upon 
humanity's yqung dreaming and the sweet lan- 
guage of the poet has begun the mother tongue of 
emotion, of beauty, an@ of harmony since first 
the morning stars sang together and the sons of 
God leaped for joy.“ 

Seience may analyze a sentiment, but it cannot 
impart one; it may dissect a passion for good, for 
beauty, or for truth, but it cannot imbue with. 
that passion; it may afiatomize, but it cannot 
create. Science is cold; poetry is warm. Science 
isexact, but minute; poetry is large, though 
dim. In a word, seiente is impirical; poetry 
is transcendental. Sience digs; poetry 
dives. Science climbs; poetry soars. Science 
argues; poetry feels. Science sees; poetry both 
sees and foresees. The man of science is keen and 
close ; the true poet has a sensibility so wide and 
yet so fine that not a stir of universal harmony os- 
capes him. 

Relations of Science and Poetry. 

And yet science abd poétry are not fatal to each 
other. By these two means has man over sought 
to emancipate himself from envirénment, Each 
should and will help the other; science chasten- 


there still remains the highest work of poetry; 


for, grant to the man of science his furthest 
aspiration: of all things let him answer what? 
whence? whither? and why? yet to mold all these 
truths into the living whole, to breath into them 
the light, the warmth, the pulsation, the deep 
and all-pervading unity and symbathy of life is 
stiil the sacred, the high destiny of the poet. 
Science itself must depend on poetry to rescue it 
from a peril which is growing out of its very 
nature and progress. 

Most of those who have in the past conceived of 
the antagonism between science and religion 
have net conceived broadly; the true, the wide 
antithesis is not between science and religion, but 
between science and poetry. Poetry is the re- 
ligion of science, of philosophy, of all thought. 

And now these two kindred streams, poesy and 
religion, which have so long flowed side by side, 
one from the marble founts of Hellus, the other 
from the holy wells of Israel, are widening rapid- 
ly, and shall soon come together, forming one 
powerfal current of spirituality in the land, and 
that current the poetry of the future. 

Pyre Wins the’ Prize. 

After Mr. Pyre’s oration was finished the 
judges on delivery retired and averaged their 
markings with those previously sent in 
by the judges on thought and composition. 
The rules of the association provide that each 
oration shall be judged by percentages on 
thought, composition, and delivery 
by the judges appointed by the 
various institutions for that purpose. The 
positions given to the various orators are aver- 
aged for the first and second prize. These in 
this contest, the judges announced, give to Mr. 
Pyre, of the University of Wisconsin, the first 
prize of $100. 

The same method makes a tie between A. S. 
Mason of Northwestern and Jesse Roberts of 
Ann Arbor, This was settled, as provided for, 
by averaging the percentages given each by 
the judges. This gave the second prize of $50 
to Mr. Roberts of the University of Michigan.

The contest last year was won by Ann Ar- 
bor and Northwestern. 

After the contest was over a reception to 
the visiting delegates from the various insti- 
tutions represented in the contest was given 
in the parlors of the Woman’s College by the 
students and faculty of the College of Liberal 
Arts of Northwestern University. 


EARTHQUAKE IN LANCASTER COUNTY. 


Pennsylvanians Badly Scared by a Shock 
Follewed by Hail. 
PuiLaDeLpuiA, Pa., May 6.—[Special.]— 
There was every indication of an earthquake 
shock in the northern part of Lancaster 
county today. Early this morning the earth 
rolled, windows sgook and the inhabitants 
were badly scared. There was no explosion 
or storm at the time. This afternoon that 
section of the State was visited by a terrific 
rain and hail storm, unroofing houses, level- 
ing barns and causing loss of life. It would 
seem as if the earthquake shock or disturb- 
ance of the morning was but a forerunner of 
the fierce storm of the afternoon.

EUILT.THE DIKE WITH SAND. 


Lamarsh‘District Under Water—It Is Feared 
7 Lives Are Lost. 

. ‘Pronta,. Ti, May 6.—|Special.]—The La- 
matsh drainage district in the lower end of 
this county across from Pekin, is now a 
watery waste. What was today the scene of 
many highly cultivated farms is now several 
feet under water. The picture is one of 
desolation and destruction and the work of 
two years has been swept away. The 
district is reclaimed land. 4 dike 
was constructed from a point opposite 
Pekin down the river for five miles to 

Lamarsh stough and back to the bluffs two 
and ahalf miles. At the upper end is the 
trestle work of the old P. P. and J. railroad. 
It is not now used, but last summer the F. 
and P. U., the present owners, filled in this 
trestle with sand, completing the dyke. The 
Illinois River is now higher than it has been 
since 1844, and it was this sand 
which washed away shortly after 7 
o’clock this evenmg, letting the water 
into the district with a migh*y rush. The 
crevasse is fuily 600 feet in length and by day- 
light the water will be on a level with the 
river. The break was not entirely unexpected 
for the water had been to within four inches 
of the top of the dyke. There were about 
twenty families living in the district and all of 
them were today notified to move as danger 
was imminent. Some heeded the warning but 
others did not. As, scon as the news 
of the break was received rescuing 
parties were organized at Pekin, and at the 
risk of losing their own lives several made a 
tour of the district in bbats. At midnight the 
entire district had been gone over and all told 
six families had been rescued. They were 
very scantily attired and were taken to Pekin 
his! | temporarily cared for. What has 
become of the remaining families

They 
do not propose that any ex-Republican shall 
be nominated. Within a few days confer- 
ences have been held here in Washington 
among the Southern leaders.

MAHONE HAS BIS REVENGE 


He Prevents Instructions for Harrison in 
the Virginia Convention, 

Ricumonp, Va., May 6.—[Special.|—It was 
nearly daylight this morning when the Repyb- 
lican convention in Roanoke adjourned, For 
several hours there was a warm fight over a 
resolution instructing the delegates for Harri- 
son. The administration men contended 
against heavy odds, but hoping all the time 
that their plan would be finally accepted 
Mahone’s forces were well organized and he 
kept his men solidly together. There were 
many exciting stenes. When all the delegates 
were tired out the question was put and the 
resolution was lost by a vote of 396 to 176. 

It was a great victory for Mahone, and his 
men went almost wild. Mahone’s opposition 
to Harrison is due to the fact that the Presi- 
dent made Col, James D. Brady, member of 
the National committee and the General’s 
most pronounced enemy, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the Richmond district.

Brady wanted the delegation 
instructed, but the vote on the resolution did 
not indicate his strength in the convention.

Col. Brady was 
defeated not only in the State convention but 
also in all the district conventions. Some of 
them adopted resolutions denouncing him as 
a cisorganizer of the party.

FROM A FAULTY STRUCTURD. 


Engineer Crane Says It Was Impossible to 
Stop, So He Tried to Run Across—Those 
‘Who Know Say He Did the Only Thing 
He Coulé—Claim of the Road at 
Work Settling with the Injured—Brave 
Work of a Heroine, Who Saved an Old 
Lady's Life. N 7

bridge-builder was one of t ngers on 
the ill-fated train. He was unhurt and when 
daylight dawned climbed down into the débris 
and made a thorough examination. He said 
this morming: The wooden uprights were 
mortised into the stringer by a tongue at one 
end. At the other the strmger was mortised 
into it. I looked particularly at the tongue. 
It was broken off squarely on many of 
the stringers. These tongues were little 
over three inches thick. They should have 
been five inches, The wood was so soft that I 


picked it to pieces with my thumb nail. It 


did not appear to have been subjected to creo- 
sote as it should have been. Therefore water 
affected it easily. The bridge was weakened 
by excessive rains because of its structural 
defects. The flood iu the tavine hammered 
it, and our train gave the last stroke needed.”’ 

The Santa Fé management sent another 
wrecking train out this morning. On board were 
Division Superintendents Ives and Hurley. 
General Superintendent Nickerson has been 
at the wreck since yesterday. No persons but 
railway employés were allowed to board the 
train. The Santa Fe ‘people say the 
bridge had been. knocked out cf line by 
water and that the weight of the train broke 
it down. The headwaters of Dumas Creek 
pour through the ravine. Ordinarily the bed 
of this is dry. Wednesday night, according to 


the Santa F people, it was a raging torrent. 
‘Passengers on the train deny this and say that 


the stream was wide but notdeep. The Santa 
Fé people concede this was the case toward 
daylight and explain the rapid fail of the wa- 
ter by the theory of a cloud burst. Immense 
logs and great quantities of brushwood were 
brought down and flung against the piling. 

The Santa Fé people claim that their track- 
men were especially active Wednesday night 
owing to the storm. 

Charles Crahe, engineer of the train, says 
that when his headlight made out the bridge 
he discovered that it was out of line about two 
feet. He was running at à speed of twenty 
miles an hour. It was 11 to stop 
and so, says Crane, I tried to run to the 
other side. I cleared the span and kept the 
track, and when the train went down it took 
my tender and dragged the drivers of the en- 
gine off the track.’ 

Crane Took the Only Chance. 

Other engineers say that if Crane had 
slowed up in all probability his engine and 
every car would have gone through the bridge. 
His only chance of saving the train, they say, 
wastorun. It wes a desperate chance at best 
and it failed. 

The bridge was about 150 feet long, and at 
the center the rails were about forty-five feet 
above the bottom of the creek. It was built 
in 1888 and was of the pattern used all over 
the line. The life of a wooden bridge is 
about eight years. The Santa Fé sent out a 
2 train to Chicago this morning bearing 

of the passengers who were unhurt and a 
number of those who spent last night in the 
hospital. Twelve or fourteen persons remain 
at that institution. The physicians in charge 
declare that with the exception of Robert 
Schultz, whose arm is broken, every one of 
the injured will be able to leave within a few 


days.

Claim Agents at Work. 


e Santa Fé road hasacrowd of claim 
agehts here. They are settling with every pas- 
seuger, and at the latter’s figures, they claim. 
The worst injured people are chiefly railroad 
employés and postal clerks. The former 
manifestly can easily be handled, and 
the United States Government assumes 
liability in the case of injury to 
postal clerks. Its practice is most liberal. 
The clerk draws a salary at the rate of $1,500 
a year during the entire period of his disabili- 
ty, and hisown physician’s certificate is the 
only proof of that required by the govern- 
ment. The settlements made do not cover 
trunks and bundles in the baggage-car. All 
of this, of course, went down in the wreck. 
Latest reports are that all but three trunks 
have been recovered. None of them have been 
brought to this city as yet. 

Mrs. J. H. Keating of Raton, N. M., was 
one of the heroines of the,occasion. She oc- 
cupied a seat in the chair-car with her child. 
When the car went over she was pinned under 
a chair, but managed to extricate herself and 
child with no worse imjuries than a badly 
bruised leg. She climbed through the window 
in the terrific storm, but instead of seeking 
shelter turned her attention to the passengers 
pinioned beneath the splintered timbers. Mrs. 
Allen, an aged woman from Georgia, cried 
out for help, and Mrs, Keating ran to her as- 
sistance. She dragged away some heavy tim- 
bers and helped the old woman on to the 


ground. Then the latter’s son gn oe her 


attention. She pulled him out through a 
window. By this tin:e more rescuers and the 
surgeons were on the scene. Mr Keating 
animated them all with her courage and influ- 
ence until the relief train arrived, never com- 
plaining of her own wounds. This brave 
woman left for Chicago last night.

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THE BANK OF HARLEM ROBBED BY 
ITS EX-PRESIDENT. — 


. 3 ee ; 
Charles H. Pinkham Arrested for Actions 
That Impaired Its Capital to the Extent 
of $73,000—All of the Depositors Will 
Be Puid Their Claims in Full—Death of 
the Father of the Celebrated Yznaga 
Girls—The Pope Overrules Archbishop 
Treland—New York Gossip. 

New Tonk, May 6,—[Special.]—An ex 
ination of the rs ot the Bank of Harlem 
by expert accountants preliminary to its con- 
solidation 
Bank, has revealed a state of affairs which re- 
sulted in the indictment today of Charles H. 
Pinkham Jr., ex-Presi dent of the bank, for 
grand larceny in the first degree and his ar- 
rest within a few hours thereafter. It is not 
improbable that others than Mr. Pinkham 
will be wanted by the authorities in con- 
nection with the heavy losses which the bank 
has sustained. 4 

Through the operations of Mr. Pinkham 
and others who have been charged with dis- 
honesty the $100,000 capital of the Harlem 
Bank has been impaired to the extent of $73,- 
000. Noone now connected with the bank 18 
implicated, but the fraud which has been per- 
petrated was made possible through the im- 
plicit trust which the directors placed in the 
President, for tha operations extended not 
only through the term of ex-President Pink- 


ham, from Jan, 12, 1888, until Jan. 20, 1889, 


but through the term of ex-President W. W. 
Van Vorheis, who succeeded Pinkham, and 
ran the bank until Dec. 10, 1891. 

It is that Mr. Pinkham excluded 
the ier, George E. Howell, from the meet- 
ings of the directors, and in reading off the 
list of persons to whom loans were made con- 
called the fact that he had leaned money to 
himself and others through whom the bank 


lost money. Loans were made, it is asserted, 


on securities which were practically worth- 
less, and there was a manipulation of ac- 
counts, drafts, and notes, some of which are 
missing, which misled thedirectors and which it 
took experts to uncover. The indictment is 
for losses to the bank aggregating about $20,- 
000, but that it is claimed does not cover all 
their operations. 

The bank is solvent. The 1,300 depositors 
will be paid $428,487 which they have in the 
bank dollar for dollar, and the consolidation 
with the Hamilton Bank will be effected. 

Pinkham is at present general agent of the 
Equitable Life Assurance company. He is 
one of the best known men in Harlem and has 
been regarded as much of a man about town. 
He 1s 58 years of age, of fine presence, and 
originally lived in em, Mass. He lives 
with his wife and six children at No. 86 West 
One Hundred and Thirtieth street, in one of 
the Astor houses, Pinkham is a conspicuous 
member of the Harlem club and until a year 
or two ago was a member of the Board oi 
Governors. Too little seems to have been 
known of him when he came to New York, 
although he had good references, 


ANTONIO YZNAGA DEAD. 


He Acquired Distinction Chiefly Through 
the Marriage of His Children. 

New Yorx, May 6.—[Special.]—Antonio 
Yznaga Del Valle, who came to New York a 
few weeks ago to be one of the witnesses at 
the De Roda-De Barrios wedding, died today 
from complications ensuing from a severe 
cold and an attack of grip. He was 73 years 
He came from a distinguished and 
wealthy Cuban family related toseveral noble 
houses in Spain. His mother was a Miss Del 
Valle. He did not marry a Cuban, but took 
for a wife a Miss“ Clements of Louisiana, a 
member of one of the oldest creole families 
in that State. For a number of years previous 
tothe Civil War Mr. Yznaga lived in New 
York, where he was engaged for a time in a 
commission business. Since 1866 he has lived 
in Louisiana. 

It was through the marriage of his children 
that Mr. Yznaga became prominent. One of 
his daughters, Miss Consuelo, married Vis- 
count Mandeville, Lady Mandeville’s second

Sir John Lyster F Kayle, a descendant of 
the writer of the famous diary, and married 
him. Fernando, the son, came to New York 
and married Miss Jennie Smith, a sister of 
Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt. Mr. Vanderbilt 
immediately purchased him a seat on the 
Stock Exchange as a wedding gift. Subse- 
quently he was divorced from his wife. and 
two years ago married Miss Mabel Wright. 
His divo wife married William George 
Tiffany. 

Lady Mandeville, after the marri of her 
brother to Miss cone to New York and 
was the guest of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, and 
it was in her honor that the famous fancy ball 
of Marah 25, 1883, was given. Emily Yznaga, 
the third daughter, is still unmarried. She 1s 
very handsome and accomplished and is a 
friend of the Princess of-Wales. 

Lord Mandeville became Duke of Man- 
chester in 1890 and-the grandson of Mr. 
Yznaga is the heir of the house and will be at 
the death of his father ninth Duke of that title. 
The Duke and Dachess of Manchester have 
not, it is said, been very happy since their 
marriage on account of the Duke’s dissipated 
habits. Mr. Ymaga inberited several 
small fortunes, but unlucky investments made 
during the last few years made him die 
comparatively a poor man. His widow sur- 
vives him. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND DEFEATED. 


The Pope Decides Against Secularization of 


the Parochial School, 

New York, May 6.—“ Faribault system con- 
demned. Special case tolerated.’’ 

This was the wording of a cable message 
trom Rome which reached Archbishop Corri- 
gan at Albany Thursday at the dinner* in 
honor of the newly consecrated Bishop of 
Ogdensburg; Dr. Gabriels. Archbishop Cor- 
rigan read the message aloud. The whole 
company, embracing some of the foremost 
Catholic clergymen of the East, broke out in 
enthusiastic applause. 

The mess was the first announcement of 
the ending of the famous Ireland controversy 
that for manths has disturbed the church in 
this country ard throughout Europe. It ends 
with the defeat of Archbishop Ireland, whose 
action started the dissension, and with the of- 
ficial indorsement of the parochial school as a 
religious. institution to be strictly maintained. 
What the message meant was that the Po 
had issued a decision in Archbishop Ireland’s 
— the full text of which will be sent by 
mail. 

Last year Archbishop Ireland undertook to 
seeularize the parochial schools, hoping that 
they would receive the support of the civil 
authorities and thus relieve Catholics of the 
heavy burden of double school support. The 
plan was put into practical operation at Fari- 
bault, Minn., and at once a vehement protest 
arose from Catholi¢s in every part of the coun- 
try. Archbishop Ireland pursued his way, 
nevertheless. e put the same plan in opera- 
tion in Stillwater and was preparing for its 
adoption in paris What special case 
has been tolerated by the Pope is not known 
here as yet. but further information will come 
soon by mail.

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SENATOR CULLOM’S VOLUNTARY BONDAGE 

Two months ago Senator Cullom was an 
unfnendly critic of President Harrison. 
While not as outspoken as Senator Farwell, 
he believed as firmly as the latter that the 
President’s method of dealing with the Fed- 
eral offices in Illinois was vicious, and that no 
man who treated with contempt the doctrine 
of Senatorial control of the offices should oc- 
cupy the White House. The more Senator 
Cuilom meditated on this question the more 
convinced he became that President Harrison 
ought not to be renomiuated, and in order to 
give the Republicans a chance to vote fora 
tetter man he decided to become a candidate 
himself and to give the Uuited States the ben- 
efit of his services in the Executive Mansion 
at Washington. 

The people of his own State refused to ac- 
cept the sacrifice, or, to put it differently, his 
attempt to get the delegation for himself was 
a failure. Thereupon he surrendered without 
conditions. He did homage to President 
Harrison. He acknowledged him as his liege 
lord, and promised to be his man and to 
obey his orders with the blind devotion of the 
Roman centurion. He agreed to take what- 


equal to that demanded for the imported goods 
that have paid customs duty. So it happens that 
while comparatively a few use che imported arti- 
cles millions of our people, who never used and 
never saw any of the foreign products, purchase 
and use things of the same kind made in this 
country and pay therefor nearly or quite the 
same enhanced price which the duty adds to the 
imported articles. Those who buy imports pay 
the duty charged thereon into the public Treas- 
ury, but the great majority of our citizens who 
buy domestic articles of the same class pay a 
sum at least approximately equal to this duty to 
the foreign manufacturer. ; 


This curious theory met with the warm ap- 


.proval of Senator Mills of Texas, who said in 


his speech at Mansfield, O., last fall: 

American goods are not taxed, but the taxation 
of the foreign goods fixes the price at which they 
must be sold. The average tax paid on the for- 
eign goods was about $45 on every $100 worth. 
The value of our manufactured products for 1890 
was $8,000,000,000 in the home market. This 
amount carried the additional value imposed by 
the tariff, whatever that is. If it is the full value 
of 815 on every one hundred dollars’ worth, then 
the goods would be worth, without the tariff, 
$5,500,000,000, and the tariff added cost is $2,500,- 
000,000. 

If these statements are true the present 
tariff policy of the United States is an incon- 
ceivable outrage. The Illinois Democrats 
say it is true and that in 1890 the manufactur-

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THE TWO PARTIES ON COMPULSORY ED. 

UCATION. 8 
The Democratic State platform says that 
the Compulsory Education law, which that 
party helped to put on the statute books, in- 
fringes on the rights of parents und of con- 
science. Its unconditional repeal is demanded, 
and the Democratic legislative candidates are 
pledged te vote for that repeal. This is all 
that is said. No promise is made that a law 
free from the defects of the old one shall be 
passed. The Democratic policy is simply one 
of destruction ana negation. 

The conservative Republican platform aims 
at destruction and reconstruction.

Upon the important subject of education we 
declare:

c. That all parents and those standing in the 
parental relation should be left absolutely free to 
choose in what schools and in what manner they 
will educate their children. 

d. That in no case should school officers or civil 
authorities be given authority by law to interfere 
with private or parochial schools. 

o. In pursuance of these principles we pledge 
ourselves to repeal the present compulsory school 
act, and in lieu thereof to enact a law in harmony 
with the views herein stated. 


The Republicans say that the existing law 
permits interference with the rights of 
parents and does give civil authorities power 
over private 2nd parochial schools they should 
not have. Therefore they pledge themselves 
to repeal the law. Having done that, they 
promise that their representatives in the Legis- 
lature will proceed to frame one which will 
secure foreach child an elementary educa.

Killed the Child by Brutality. | 

The second wife of James Clark, a carman, 
was arraigned today onthe charge of having 
caused the death of her stepdaughter, aged 9 
years. She was committed for trial and her 
husband was severely censured by the magis- 
trate for not having prevented the cruelties 
that led to the death of his daughter. The 
evidence showed that the little girl was often 
tied tightly to the balusters of Clark’s 
house and was kept there for. seven 
hours at a_ stretch. rs. Clark frequently 
beat her terribly with a strap or a heavy cane, 
and often when she claimed that she discov- 
ered the girl telli falsehoods she tied a 
string tightly about her tongue and left her 
for hours to suffer excruciating torture. The 
child finally gave way under her stepmother’s 
treatment and died. 

Massing French Troops in Dahomey. 

Advices in regard to the warfare that is be- 
ing carried on between King Behanzin of Da- 
homey in the Bight of Benin settlements and 
the French authorities of that place are re- 
ceived here from rs, a British colony of 
West Africa on the slave coast. It is learned 
that the French expedition in Dahomey is 
concentrating at Kotonou, near whfich place 
the Danomeyans recently built intrenchments 
and which was threatened with an attack by 
the native fighters.

Western Traffic Association Commissioners 
Consider the Passenger Rates to Sac 
Francisca Too Low—Stop-Over Privileges 
Should Not Be Allowed and Tickets 
Should Be Closely Limited—Lake and 
Rail Rates Reduced to 15-Cént Basis— 
Other Railway News. 

As stated in Tun Txrsuns yesterday, the 
Board of Commissioners of the Central Traffic 
Association has refused to grant the proposi- 
tion of the Southern Pacific. to reduce first 
and second class passenger rates between Los 


| Angeles and El Paso. The Commissioners 


in their decision say the traffic in question is 
not subject to any established rate committee, 
and it was suggested that the parties should 
confer for the purpose of endeavoring to 
reach en agreement upon the proposition. 
This suggestion was made and a conference 
took place; after which the parties reported 
that they had not been able to agree, and the 
disagreement was thereupon submitted to the 
Commissioners for decision after hearing 
representatives of both interested lines. This 
course was pursued in conformity with the 
practice adopted in other cases where changes 
in rates have been proposed on traffic not 
subject to organized rate committees, a con- 


ference between the interested lines being 


treated as the equivalent of a rate committee 
upon such traffic under article 8 of the by- 


laws. 1 

The Southern Pacific claimed the right to 
make the rate in question on its own judg- 
ment, without any consultation with the 
Santa Fé, and without any reference to the 
Western Traffic Association agreement. This 
is based upon a traffic contract between said 
companies, dated March 16, 1887, and still 
effective. Reference is made to the last 
clause of the -contract, which provides that 
the rates between El Paso and Los Angeles 
shall not be lower via the Santa Fé than via 
the Soutnern Pacific, and the Southern Pa- 
cific agrees so give the Santa Fé ten days’ no- 
tice of any purpose to change such rates. 
This clause is ciaimed to give rate-inak ing 
power to the Southern Pacific absolutely 
upon giving ten days’ notice, and a copy of 
the letter stating this claim was sent to the 
Santa Fé company. : 

It appears, the Commissioners say, that the 
rates proposed to be reduced are published in 
the Rio Grande rate sheet issued over the sig- 
natures of the two companies named, and are 
now the same by both routes, the distance via 
the Southern Pacific bemg 805 and by the 
Santa Fé 1,142 miles. Therecan, therefore, be 
no question that this traffic is competitive be- 
tween two members of the Western Traffic 
Association, and therefore subject to its juris- 
diction. The Commissioners then review the 
matter as follows: 

Coming to the merits of the case, the applica- 
tion was placed upon the ground that there is a 
difference of only $1.50 in the passenger rates 
tween El Paso and Los les and Paso and 
San Francisco; so that passengers can purchase 
either San Francisco or Ei Paso tickets and scalp 
them en route; the object of the change pre 
being td make a rate sufficiently low to induce 
passengers to use the tickets, and to narrow the 
margin so that there will be less incentive for 
scalpers to handle them. The difficulty arises in 
connection with the rate between El Paso and San 
Francisco, which is a low rate for the service. To

ALL KENWOOD 16 NOW UP IN ARMS. 


Trouble Over the Proposed. Erection of an 
Academy. 

Kenwood, or more particularly that part of 
Kenwood ia the vicinity of Forty-ninth street 
and Woodlawn avenue, is out of the frying 
pan into the fire. For years a ‘neighborhood 
row has been in progress in moreor less violent 
stages on account of the points of difference 
of opinion between John H. Dunham and 
property-owners around him. Mr. Dunham 
owns the large holding at the southeast cor- 
ner of Forty-ninth street and Woodlawn ave- 
nue. This he has held from time immemorial, 
to use the expression of one of his neighbors, 
and he has seen fit to exercise his righis as an 
American citizen in allowing this property to 
remain in nearly the same condition that it 


was when Chicago was an Indian trading- 


post, His neighbors took oecasion to make 
Mr. Dunham improve his holdings against his 
will and Mr. Dunham, in turn, retaliated by 
constructing a number of cheap frame cot- 
tages, which are clearly an eye-sore to the 
neighborhood and which are especially aggra- 
vating to Van H. Higgins, who owns property 
directly opposite these buildings. 

This little exchange of courtesies has been 
the occasion of a neighborhood difficulty of 
more than ordinary dimensions. After an ac- 
tive campaign agaiost Mr, Dunham his neigh- 
bors finally decided to settle down into a pro- 
lunged siege. Scarcely bad the echoes of the 
last battle between these belligerent neighbors 

uieted, when they found themselves con- 
ronted by a new cause fotindignation, Prof, 
Ira W. Allen purchased seventy-five feet on 
the southwest corner of Forty-ninth street and 
Woodlawn avenue last wihter and at least in- 
timated to the parties interested in the sale 
that he intended erecting‘a fine residence for 
his own use.

KEELEY SELLS THE EUROPEAN RIGHTS. 


Iustitutes to Be Started in Loadon, Liver- 
pool, and Elsewhere. 

Negotiations were practically completed 
yesterday for establishing Keeley institutes in 
England and France for the cure of the liquor 
habit. Dr. Keeley sells the right to use his 
cure in England and France to an English 
syndicate headed by J. J. Vickers, who has 
been in Chicago a fortnight making final ar- 
rangements for the purchase. 

Dr. Keeley and Mr. Vickers met at the Vic- 
toria Hotel yesterday and it was decided that 
both would sail for Engiand May 15. Dr. 
Keeley will give his personal attention to two 
branch institutes in England, one of which 
will be located in London and the other near 
Liverpool. The English syndicate is backed 
by ample capital, and the two places to be 
opened will be the first of a large number to 
be built in the large cities on 


the continent. The London and Liverpdol 


branches will be in pretentious structures lo- 
cated in quiet retired neighborhoods, 
where dissipated Dukes and noble Lords who 
have been to friendly with the flowing bowl 
can secure treatment without publicity. 

It is understood that after the efficacy of the 
treatment has been demonstrated at the Lon- 
don and Liverpool branches a similar estab- 
lishment will be located in Paris. Mr. Vick- 
ers’ syndicate has purchased the right to use 
the cure in French territory, and has an 
option on the rights in other European coun- 
tries.. Physicians of Dr. Keeley’s own selec- 
tion will administer the treatment, and all tne 
medicines used will be prepared at the head- 
quarters at Dwight.

Description of the Structure That Is to Be 
Erected at the pera ; —— 

Sr. Paul., Minn., May 6.— [Special.] 
Italian renaissance adopted for the design of 
Minnesota’s building for the World’s Fair is

Tbe entrance is through a portico having 
rustica dome columns, and on the en- 
tablature over the center the name of Minne- 
sota will appear in a raised panel. At the ex- 
tremities of the uncovered platforms at either 
side of the portico are statues on square . 
estals representing the original owners of the 
country and the early settlers of the State, the 
Indian on one side and the pioneer lumber- 
man with his ax and rifle on the other. Over 
the roof of the portico can be stretched an 
awning to afford shelter as a smoking loggia 
and place of observation. In the spandrils of 
the arches of the loggia between the two wi 
are shields with the coats of arms of the Sta 
of Minnesota and of the United States. 
Entering the building directly into the main 
exhibition which is 67x79 feet, space is 
afforded for display of the State’s re- 
sources. hall is eighteen feet high and 
will give opportunity for a symmetrical and 
attractive ar ment of cases and exhibits.

Rainfall at the Grounds. 

Last Thursday the rainfall was such 
that the men of the Phillipson Decorative 
works found it was necessary to use gondolas 
in order to get from one miodel to another, 
The artists were obliged to do their work from 
scaffoldings, elevated sidewalks had to be 
built, and it was quite a comical scene to see 
the staff makers, busy as bees, their big rub- 
ber boots covered with plaster, plunging their 
large bowls into the water at their feet, thus 
saving the time of drawing it from the hy- 
drants; while the hemp-cutting boys seemed 
to take particular delight in making poor 
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domed semi-circular alcove? with a seat for 
resting-place. Under the stairs are the coat 
and check rooms, and on the right of the 
staircase a superintendent’s room, with toilet- 
room, and connecting by passage under the 
stairs with the rooms for the Bureau of Infor- 
mation and toffice on the other side of the 
building. Over these two suites, in a Mes- 
sanine story, are two double and two single

This arrangement requires two short flights 
of stairs, but the employés’. rooms are near 
their work and are entirely out of sight. The 
main stairs, running in two flights from the 
laundry, enter the large reception hall, which 
is made the most imposing in effect of all the 
second-story rooms. 
The grand hall is a symmetrical room with 
a colonnade at the rear opening on the stair- 
ease and at the front by an archway and pas- 
sage opening to the loggia and balcony. On 
either side are the reception-roowns de to 
the ladies and gentlemen.

ORDINANCES ARE IN THE WAY, 


Trouble ,Over Permits for the Sale of 
Liquor on Midway Plaisance. 

Two lawyers put their heads together yes- 
terday and decided that under the present 
Hyde Park enactments beer, whisky, or other 
intoxicating drinks cannot be sold on the Mid- 
way Plaisance. This opinion was rendered 
by W. G. Carlisle, attorney of the World's 
Fair Board ot Directors, and Johan F. Wilson. 
The directors are considerably wrought up 
over this state of affairs, inasmuch as it may 
invalidate two contracts for valuable conces- 
sions which have been granted space on the 
plaisance. Both contained a clause permit- 
ting the sale of liquors. One concession was 
for a German village, achief feature of which 
was to be the sale of German wines. The 
other concession was granted Leigh S. Lynch 
of Chicago providing for a Japanese and 
South Sea Island exhibit. Mr. Lynch was 
also desirous of selling spirituous liquors, 
and he agreed to pay the Exposition company 
25 per cent of the gross receipts on such sales. 
The German village people contracted to pay 
alike amount, If Mr. Wilson and Mr. Car- 
lisle are right the two parties securing these 
concessions will not be obliged to carry out 
their contract.

There 1s no way 
of getting the State law changed until next 
January, and there will not be another munici- 
pal election at which the matter could be sub- 
mitted until next April, Altogether the di- 
rectors are in a sad plight over t two con- 
cessions. They can get along without them, 
but the German village plan is much favored 
because it was strongly vouched for by Herr 
Wermuth, the Imperial World’s Fair Commis- 
sioner of Germany. It also pleased German- 
Americans as affording a retreat where they 
could procure rare old wines of the fatherland. 

But this isn’t all of the troubles of the Fair 
authorities. There 1s a doubt whether liquors 
can be sold in Jackson Park itself because of 
the provisions of an old State law which de- 
clares among other things that no intoxicat- 
ing beverages shall be given away or sold 
within two miles of any place where an agri- 
cultural, horticultural, or mechanical fair is 
being held. John P. Wilson told the directors 
he thought this law was absolete, but Mr. Car- 
lisle, in his opinion, thinks it is still operative. 
Mr. Wilson says the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position is too big to be covered by the words 
agricultural, horticultural, or mechanical. 

Mr. Carlisle was the first to discover that 
the Fair people were treading on dangerous 
ground when they awarded a contract author- 
izing the sale of liquors on the plaisance. He 
told the Committee on Ways and Means so 
last January. The committee thought for 
awhile that by granting concessions to sell 
liquors in restaurants such places would not 
be considered dramshops, and would be ex- 
empt therefore from the provisions of the 
ordinance. Mr. Carlisle said, however, that 
the ordinance definition of a dramshop will 
apply to restaurants inasmuch as liquor would 
be sold in quantities of less than one gallon. 
The directory wil) do some hard thinking for 
a few days as to the best means of getting 
out of the dilemma, This is the first snag it 
has struck which has periously balked its 
plans. 


IS ALMOST OUT OF MONEY. 


The National Commission Has Only About 
$1,000 Left in Its Treasury. 

The World’s Columbian Commission has 
run out of funds. It had on the night of May 
4 last a balance of just $1,012.29 to pay sala- 
ries, rent, etc., for the remainder of the pres- 
ent fiscal year, which ends June 30 next. 

Last month its expenses amounted to $5,077, 
For the next two months, therefore, it will 
have to make $1,000 do the work of $10,000. 
This is impracticable. Besides Congress has 
as yet made no appropriation for next year, 
and the officers of the Commission will be 
without even et-money within a fe 
unless a loan secured from the Ho: 
Directors. The directory 
loan of $25,000 Iast fall in ec

Interest Shown Abroad. 

A. B. Farquhar, an honorary Exposition 
Commissioner traveling in Europe, writes 
from London to Walker Fearn on the general 
outlook for exhibits to the World’s Fair in 
places he has visited. He finds the greatest 
interest taken all over France and the ple 
of that country now seem to be fully alive to 
the importance of the Exposition. Mr. Far- 
quhar says that France seems to be devoting 
its energies especially to the Fine Arts De- 
persons and its display in that direction will 

magnificent. Many of the great manu- 
facturers will also be represented uately. 
Commissioner Farquhar visited adrid, 
where he found Gen. Grubb, United States 
Minister, takimg extraordinary pains to 
arouse interest in Madrid and promote the 
Spanish exhibit. A commission has been 
formed in Madrid com of some of the 
most prominent men of Spain. 

The Space Given France, 

In statements which have been published 
regarding space which has been assigned to 
the various countries in the Department of 
Fine Arts the impression might perhaps have 
been conveyed that the choice of position and 
the largest amount of space had been given 
to France. This is a mistake. The total 
- given France is 29,201 square feet, ex- 
clusive of the rotunda in the east pavilion. 
The space set apart for the United States in 
the northeast section of the central pavilion, 
in the galleries connecting the central and 
east pavilions, in the upper galleries in the 
east court of the central pavilion, and the gal- 
lery for French works owned in America in 
the east pavilion, gives the United States a 
total space of 34,2764¢ square feet. In aadi- 
tion to this a large amount of s is re- 
served for the architectural exhibit of the 
United States. 


Problems of Space. 

Members of the Board of Control have dis- 
covered a way of letting Director-Gtneral 
Davis out of the predicament in which he 1s 
placed by not having space ia the Manufact- 
ures Building for ail the foreign countries. 
He asked the board for a new building. The 
members did net decide to ask the directory 
to furnish one, but authorized Director-Gen- 
eral Davis to allot space in foreign buildings 
for such exhibits as would necessarily be 
crowded out of the Manufacture® Building. 
These exhibits would still be competitive. 
There is a host of foreign countries yet to 
hear from, while room is practically ail taken. 
Norway.and Sweden intend toerect a State 

avilion, and in it Col. Davis is authorized to 
et them make their manufactures and lib- 
eral arts display. 


Public Press Congress.

cisco. Col. John C. Brady was appointed 
Special Commissioner to make this presenta- 
tion. It is proposed to have the most impor- 
tant subjects connected with journalism pre- 
sented by some of the most prominent living 
editors, and also to afford existing societies an 
opportunity to transact their necessary busi- 
ness during the congress week, which will be 
in the latter part of May, 1893. ,

‘exhibit will show the progress in this direc- 
tion.

The hold- 
ers of these idie funds have been absorbing bonds 
until there are practically no more first-class 
bonds on the market. Second rate issues are be- 
ginning to appreciate in price and dividend paying 
stocks may. be expected to follow next, providing 
there is no financial shock to change the present 
tendency. ‘The indications unquestionably point 
to an enormous investment demand for securities 
in the next few months, or perhaps it would 
better to say in the next few weeks. When Lon- 
don once starts to absorb securities, the appetite 
of the English investors seems to become insatia- 
ble. The same effects in a small way are to be 
noticed in the local situation. The banks have 
been full of money fur a long time now. Investors 
have been cautious and while considerable sums 
have been put into securities, still larger 
amounts have been left idie waiting for a ciearer 
outlook, The sentiment has now turned more 
sharply toward the investment buying of securi- 
ties.

Two Volumes of Verse. 

It is a relief to turn from the morbid and 
introspective poetry of the day to the frank 
and cheerful strains of Mr. W. E. Henley, 
whose latest volume is befere us. Mr. Henley 
sings of love and life, of natural joys and 
primeval instincts, with an abounding energy, 
a lusty and resilient vigor in which there is 
nothing spasmodic or overstrained. He re- 
sembles Whitman in his feeling of oneness 
with nature and humanity, in his love of 
action, his unashatned and exuberant man- 
hood. He satirizes modern refinements and 
philanthropies; he chovses for themes the 
— of 2 the gallows-tree and the 
shining sword. He does not ask, Is life worth 
living? Mysticism, determinism, pessimism 
can have no hold on his buoyant and master- 
ful spirit. His magical and vitalizing fancy 
ennobles all it touches; even gloomy and 
sordid London is warmed and transfigured in 
its golden ray. He does not lack art; the full 
and resounding flow of his verse, spontaneous 
as it seems, 18 subject to control.

No Present Signs of Buying —Docks Con- 
siderably Lightened. 

Creveianp, O., May 6.—The Iron Trade 
Review says there is a decided decrease in the 
stocks of iron ore on Lake Erie docks. It was 
expected that the reports this year would indi- 
cate a return to the average of the years pre- 
ceding 1891, but such is not the case. There 
is, however, adecided cutting down of last 
year’s record, and the total of rail shipments 
to furnaces in the winter of 1891-’92—1,971,301 
gross tons—is the largest the ore business 
ever knew. The aggregate of stocks on 
dock this year is 1,537,188 gross tons, 
ainst 2,662,223 gross tons on dock 
ay 1, 1891, a decrease of 1,125,085. Some- 
thing like 10,000 tons of ore were 
put on the Cleveland docks im the last week of 
April. Although the docks carry considera- 
bly lighter stocks than at the opening of May 
one year ago they lack much of being cleaued 
— the way ore firms had anticipated. 
ere have been no ore sales of any moment 


‘in the week, and no new buying movement is 
expected for a few weeks. 


As long as consumers are persuaded that an- 
other month’s delay will eost them nothing, 
the reported replenishment of raw iron stocks 
is not likely to take place on any extensive 
scale.

MILWAUKEE S5TREET-CAR MEN. 


They Make a Demand Through a Commit- 
tee—Insurance Rates Going Up. 

Mitwavkek, Wis., May 6.— [Special.] — The 
recently-appointed committee from the Street- 
Car Employés’ Union called upon Henry C. 
Payne, as the representative of the Milwau- 
kee Electric Street railway company this 
afternoon, to present their requests for au in- 
crease of wages to 20 cents an hour and less 
hours a day.

PRIME’S CROP REPORTS SHOW | 


BACK WARD CONDITIONS. 


Unprecedented Wet Weather During the 
Week Which Is Closing Over a Large 
Area of the Country—Nothing Is Now 
Going Inte the Ground and Prospects 
for Work Soon Are Discouraging—Cool, 
Dry Weather Needed—Report of the 
Kansas Board of Agriculture. 

Dwienr, III., May 6.~[{Special.}—April 
closed its life with a bad record for vegeta- 
tion ; holding everythizig in the background, 
from freezing weather to violent rains inter- 
spersed, Taking the whole month together, 
April certainly has gone down into 
history with a pobr reputation. Up 
to this date it does not look 
as if May was going to do much better. It 
has come into the world in a Noah's flood 
and today farmers over an immense aréa of 
the best grain producmg portion of the 
country are simply folding their arms and 
waiting for further developments of the warm 
weather which must come sooner or later. 

The seeding of a single spring crop has not 
yet been finished, and while today we ought 
to be planting corn in every State in the Ohio, 
Upper Mississippi, and Missouri Valieys, not 
a furrow has been turned since my report to 
Tas Trrpune of April 30. 

On May 7, 1891, just a year ago, the early 
winter wheat everywhere was headed out. The 
spring wheat was all seeded and coming up 
and making a good stand. The weather was 
dry and cold for the tune of year. Kansas and 
Missouri had finished up planting corn, In 
Nebraska, Iowa, Iilinois, Ohio, and Indiana, 
the bulk of the crop had now been planted. 
Contrasting the two seasons, the one certainly 
bears no comparison with the other. 

Condition of Spring Wheat. 

In the territory in North Dakota north of 
the Northern Pacific railway the season is 
fully one mouth late. No work to amount to 
anything has been done the present week. In 
Nebraska, Minnesota, and South Dakota, the 
bul« of the seeding is now done, and even 
under the best conditions in the future it does 
not seem possible te oo in over 75 per cent of 
the crop, as compared with last year. Outside 
of the lateness of season, the general prospects 
compare favorably with last season for the 
reason that the amount of moisture is so much 
in excess of last year that with warm weather 
the seed will sprout very quickly. 

In Northern and Centra Illinois where the 
onts were put in in good shape and on land 
well tilled there was un to ™ 4 of the 
present week a fair sta. tremendous 
rains which have fallen un ,¢esent week 
are continuing up to the date of this report 
are leaving the fields in a spotted and uneven 
condition. It is simply an utter impossibility 
to come within gunshot of what will be the 
effect of the rains of this week upon tne oat 
crop. Should the weather turn hot a large 
percentage of the oats would be scalded and 
prove worthless. Hence the cold and cloudy 
weather which we are e 1 between 
rains is about the best m ‘ine the oat crop 
could take at the present time. 

In Nebraska the oat crop has made only a 
fair stand. The season continues very back- 
ward and wet. Asa whole the crop was a 
put into the ground in good 3 
acreage is not as large as last year. 5— 
oats have made a fair stand, but the acreage 
is short of last season. The work of putting 
them in was so hurried between showers that 
very little attention was paid to the manner 
in which the crop was seeded. The great 
point seemed to be to seed the crop and trust 
to better weather in the future for finishing it 
up. That is, dragging it and covering it. 

Both Indiana and Qhio report that the out- 

look for the oat crop is not good owing to the 

excessive rains and the cold weather. 

Missouri and Kansas are not great oat 
States, but at the same time their condition 
ought not to be overlooked. The crop is not 
suffering so badly from the extreme condi- 
tions to which I have just referred as in the 
States in the eastern portion of the oat belt. 

Prespects for Cora. 

At this period of the history of the corn 
crop of 1892. there iw little to be said. The 
largest pro of the farmers in the corn 
belt would have made the present week excel- 
lent progress with both the preparation of the 
land and the planting of the crop had it not 
been for the extremely wet weather. It is 
simply now a question of how long before the 
land wiil be in fit condition for plowing to say 
nothing about planting. 

I do not see how, under the most favorable 
circumstances, work of any kind can be done 
in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, or Iowa, so far as 
corn planting is concerned, for a week at least. 
Be that, however, as it may, the crop must be 
planted this season lat<«, and low, flat land, 
which in a dry season gives us great crops, 
2 this season cannot be planted at 

U 


The reports on winter wheat show that dur- 
ing the last week owing to heavy rains, wheat 
has made rapid growth, but the ground is now 
beginning to gettoo wet and the crop has 
begun to turn yellow. Unless the weather 
should turn suddenly warm, not much injury 
will probably follow. 

In Central Illinois wheat varies all the way 
from six inches to fifteen. Has been growing 
very fast the present week. The fear now is 
that it will grow so rank it will fall down be- 
fore maturity. The supplies of wheat in far- 


mers’ hands arethought now to have been’ 


overestimated. — 
Average Condition of Winter Wheat. 


In Northern Indiana the average height of 
the wheat 1s about ten inches. The prospects 
now are about 12 per cent below this time last 
year. The surplus is small in farmers’ hands. 
In Southern Indiana the early wheat is from 
25 to 30 inches high. The crop has made good 
growth during the last ten days. In Central 
Indiana the average height of the carly 
sown wheat is about six to eight inches. So 
far, however, there has been no forcing 
weather and the crop has not made rapid 
growth. As compared with a year ago, not 
over 65 to 70 per cent of last year’s crop. The 
surplus back in farmers’ bins is now generally 
thought to have been overestimated. 

In Northern Ohio the crop as a whole is not 
looking or doing well. It is very short, espe- 
cially the late sown.. Warm weather is needed. 
Receipts from farmers have been very light 
during the last few weeks. In Southern Ohio 
the prospect is not as good as it was last year. 
The ground in many places is not covered, 
und the weather has been unfavorable for it 
during the last fourteen days. 

Central Michigan reports that wheat is now 
making good growth, but that the yield will 
fall below that of last year. 

In Northern Missouri wheat is beginning to 
make rapid growth owing to the wet weather. 
None of the early sown wheat has headed out 
as yet. In Southern Kansas the early sown 
wheat is from six to eight inches high. The 
late sown wheat is promising better. The 
growth of it all is slow. 

Reports from Central California by mail 


show that April closed cool and showery. That | 


rains fell which will help out grain on the 
plains and foothills, but is not enough to 
damage materially the hay cut. The outlook 
now is not good for a full grain crop in that 
region. By wire this morning from San Fran- 
cisco: “ Have hai favorable weather during 
the present wee Crop prospects are consid- 
erably improved.” 


CONDITION IN KANSAS, 


Secretary Mohler Issues a Bulletin Showing 
the Outlook to Be Favorable. 
Topeka, Kas., May 6&,—{ Special. |—Secretary 
Martin Mohler of the State Board of Agricult- 
ure has issued his first monthly crop bulletin. 
It shows that conditions generally are good, 
although crops are planted a little later than 


usual. It is as follows: 

The conditions throughout the State ‘for the 
—— of April, as reported by the correspond. 
ents of this board, while vanfavorable to the pros- 
ecution of farm work and tg the rapid develop- 
ment of plant life, are nevertheless encouraging. 
The soil throughout the entire State is in most 
excellent condition for rapid growth 
of all kin of vegetation 
as warm weather comes. The frequent 
and excessive rains throughout the State greatly 
delayed oat. sowing and corn planting and the 
low temperature prevailing during the month 
and almost continually cloudy skies have ali 
combined to produce a late, backward season, in- 
dicating a late harvest.

HOW HYDE PARK FIRE LIMITS CHANGED 


A Shrewd Scheme of the South-Siders Dis- 
covered-—Other Municipal News, 


The city’s attention has just been called to a 


scheme the old Hyde Park Town Board 
worked to enlarge its fire limits the day be- 


fore the vote on annexation was taken. The 


district involved is bounded by Grand and 
Drexel boulevards, Fifty-first and Forty-sev- 
enth streets. When Commissioner ONeill 
was about to issue a wooden building permit 
for the district the résidents ob} , Claim- 
ing they were within the old Hyde Park fire 
limits. The matter was referred to Corpora- 
tion Counsel Chetlain. and he found that an 
ordinance adding the district described to the 
fire limits had been passed the eve of annexa- 
tion, but had never been published. He de- 
cided that the section was subject to fire limits 
regulations as the residents claimed. 


Elections Committee Proceedings. 

A project to create a prohibition district in 
the Town of Lake between Forty-third and 
Forty-ninth streets and Emerald and Stewart 
avenues was shelved yesterday by the Council 
Committee on Elections. The matter was be- 
queathed to the present committee by the for- 
mer Council and was called for disposition at 
yesterday’s meeting. A petition of voters 
asked that the proposition be submitted to the 
peoble of the interested district. Investiga- 
tion showed that not the requisite quarter of 
the registered voters had signed the petition 
and a motion to file the application prevailed.

Recorder. One is to give an order to a florist 
for window boxes; but if you would have real, 
true enjoyment from your window gardening 
you will not do this. Neither will you waste 
time and strength in the matter of getting the 
boxes by trying at various shoe and house fur- 


nishing stores to find them of the right sine 
and strength. A simpler and less costly way 


1s to go directly to a box factory and order 
them of the size to fit your window. Several 
good, strong screws should be introduced at 
each joining, as stoutness and strength are es- 
sential to prevent the unsightly warping and 
bulging which will otherwise ensue on ac- 
count of the great weight of the earth. 

For side or rear windows no ornamenta- 
tion is necessary, but you may run an inch 
molding of ash, which will cost you a cent 
and a half a foot, round the edge of the 
box if your handy man” can. mitre the 
corners so as to give a “true” fit. Put this 
on with brads and give two coats of stain and 
one of varnish. if you omit the varnish 
and paint them  terra-cotta or brick 
red, sanding them while the paint is 
wet, you will produce a sort of JZiffel 
tower effect. For upper story window 
gardening a plain coat.of oak stain is all the 
decoration that is necessary, as when once the 

lants are started passers-by will see nothing

may very properly be beautified so.newhat. 

Select a bit of oilcloth with a soft back- 
ground of tan, wood-brown, or gray in a tiled 
pattern ; indeed, if you havea “ fetching man- 
ner“ you may get these scraps for the asking 
at some carpet store. You will want one 

anel for each end and three or four for the 

ront. Tack them on with brads and be- 
tween each panel put astrip of the molding. 
run a strip of the same around the box top 
and bottom, stain a dark oak and then var- 
nish them, and the tiles as well, and your 
boxes will show no trace of their plebeian 
origin. For lower windows this may be con- 
tinued all around, or you may simply panel 
them and paint the spaces in harmonizing 
tints of pale old red, creamy brown, and soft 
gray. ryou may give them one coat of 
dark-brown stain and nail on quaint, gnome- 
like roots of the laurel. Finish with two coats 
of dark stain and one of varnish. 

By this time your hanging gardens have be- 
come very real to you, and you will feel the 

reatest interest in their future development. 

o this end look weill to the soil in which you 
shall place your plants. The soil used b 
gardeners is a mixture of two-thirds of well- 
rotted sod and one-third well-rotted stable 
manure thoroughly composted and sifted 
through a fine sieve. If you live near an open 
lot let the boys provide this soil for you, which 
they may do with the aid of a coal shovel and 
sieve. Street venders of flowers or the pro 
prietors of regular flower stands will some- 
times furnish you with soil sufficient to fill 
them for 50 cents each. 

Get your soil by hook or by crook, that is 
to say, by your own or the children’s exertion, 
or by reliance upon a vender or the nearest 
florist, but before you deposit it in the boxes 
bore several holes in the bottom of each so 
that the water will not settle about the roots 
and sour; next put in a layer of broken pots, 
oyster shells, or small stones with some coarse 
charcoal, and cover loosely with a wad of ex- 
celsior or sphagnum to keep the soil from 
washing into the drainage and choking it. 

Having made this good beginning, nothing 
further is necessary but care in the selection 
of your plants and wisdom in their disposal. 

or a north window fill the center of the 
box with ferns, sedums, coleus, dusty miller, 
and the like, placing different kinds of ivies 
in the corners and along the outside, particu- 
larly the German ivy, which is quick growing. 
Vincas, — and tradescantia may fiil 
up corners, autiful effects may be pro- 
duced with mere foliage plants. 

For very sunny windows use all the artistic 
taste with which Heaven has endowed you 
so that later when your efforts shall have 
been crowned with success you shall not 
be faced with a sad and startling incon- 
gruity. 

For the tipright plants consider bloom as 
well as foliage. A friend of mine had several 
boxes filled by a florist, who charged $4 each 
for them, in consideration of the fact that 
there were four. Imagine her dismay when 
they came home to see a huge hydrangea in 
the center of each, flanked by a pink double 
geranium on the one hand and a red one on 
the other. In ten days the hydrangeas were 
out of bloom, and it was then too late to fill 
up the vacuum. 

Never use double geraniums. One-half of 
the great cluster is always dying, while the 
other is still in its prime, and this gives a gen- 
eral air of decay that is undesirable. Of the 
single varieties the Master Christine (a hybrid 
of the Gen. Grant with the Christine) pro- 
duces very large pink clusters; the Kate Pat- 
terson and the Mrs. George Smith are salmon 
and white; the Albion and the Pauline Lucca 
are pure white; the Gen. Grant and the Gen. 
Sheridan, as becomes doughty warriors, aro 
bright scarlet. The golden-bronze and the 
gold and silver leafed geraniums are brightest 
when the heat of the sun is greatest, and to 
the attractiveness of their flowers add beauty 
and variety of foliage. 

Petunias are gratefully responsive to small 
favors. ‘lhey stand any amount of sun, and 
are reckless bloomers. You can’t roast them 
out, but beware how * choose your varie- 
ties. Give a wide berth to those of magenta 
hue. Their place is a grassy lawn; they 
would breed dissension in the best regulated 
family of window plants. Safe selections are 
the fragrant white Maid of Erin, which has a 


delicate green center, and the Countess of 


Elismere, which has soft rose petals and a 
white center. The Torentica Asiatica is a 
purple, bell-shaped flower that bears the sun 
well. Other varieties of this plant have por- 
celain blue or rich violet flowers with yellow 
throats, and the White Wings is of pure white 
with a slight flush of rose at the throat. 

It is best not to plant any but hardy and 
profuse bloomers. Nasturtiums and lobelia 
with German ivy, allowed to fall instead of 
being trained upward, will give a graceful ef- 
fect to the front of the boxes. Coleus will 
fade in a strong sun, but the dusty miller 
looks well among bright blooming plants. 
Dwarf Nasturtiums look pretty placed where 
they will nod in at your window. Verbenas 
will give a constant succession of flowers in a 
moderately sunny window. 

hen the boxes are filled to your entire sat- 
isfaction do not expose them all at once to the 
direct rays of the sun. Keep them indoors for 
ten days, admitting light and air, but ub di- 
rect sunshine for the first few days. 

l can imagine some one asking in accents 
of despair, *‘ Where in my five or six or seven 
rooms shall I keep three or four huge window 
boxes? To which I will say, if you have deep 
window sills place them in the sills of the 
windows, where they belong; if not, stand 
them on a piece of oilcloth or board directly 
under the window. Of course they will *‘clut- 
ter up things for awhile, but you can afford 
it for the sake of their future loveliness. 

Do not trust them outside until the middle 
of May. The watering, after they are out of 
doors, will probably need to done morn- 
ing and evening where the sun rays strike 
them for the greater part of the day, but it 
must be done before the sun reaches them in 
the morning and after it is off in the uae, 
and the ground must be thoroughly soak 
Three times a week apply a gentle stimulant 
by dissolving a tablegpoonful of guano ina 
watering pot of water. 

Window gardens bring joy and gladness to 
many hearts besides our own. Every passer- 
by is made better and happier for the sight of 
them. They will be almost as good as the 
country to your sick néighbor across the way,

Are Receiving Wide Recognition. 

Although erépe and crinkled tissue papers 
are just now being sold by the mile, few peo- 
ple have any idea of the innumerable pur- 
poses for which they are adapted, besides that 
of making lamp and candle shades and per- 
haps flower-pot covers. The crépe paper, in 
particular, is so strong that it will take a nee- 
dle and thread through it without becoming 
torn, hence it can be tacked up into folds, 
pleats, and kiltings, or gathered into ruch- 
ings and puffings. The crinkled paper, bei 
less tinely crumpled, can scarcely be. utilize 
tor these more elaborate trimmings, but js 
geverally employed as a foundation upon 
which are laid the folds and draperies made of 
crépe paper. ; 

The paper is sold in rolls, two of which are 
supposed to be the right quantity for a shade 
for a duplex lamp, and are each joined into a 
round for the purpose. One roll is generally 
laid inside the other, the paler serving as a lin- 
ing for the darker shade. For a smali lamp 
about four inches will probably have to be cut 
away from the width of the 8 this 
must depend upon the style of 8 that is 
required. A row of gathering stitches should 
be run along the paper five or six eee Pee 
low the upper edges. These stitches 
drawn up to the size required to fit the brass 
ring of the frame which holds the 
shade and are hidden by a band and bow of 
ribbon, into which is often passed a spray of 
artificial flowers, grasses, or some simular 
decoration.

Screens lend themselves admirably to cov- 
ering with crépe, especially as this material 
may be spotted or striped with color or bronze, 
gold, silver, or other metallic paints, giving it 
the ee of an Oriental woven ma- 
terial. 

Amongst the smaller articles to be made, or 
at any rate trimmed, with crépe and crinkled 
paper, are table-napkin rings, serviettes for 
picnics, mats and doylies, menu cards, wall- 
pockets of. all kinds, and calendars. Delicate 
ruchings encircle many of these things, others 
are decorated with wee tasseis, pom pons, bows, 
and fringes. Antiquated baskets may be made 
new, and cardboad boxes are easily trans- 
formed into attractive and useful knickknacks 
by see, carefully decorated with paper.
